It must be the Son of God re- 1 far more thau " e desire Him, what can 
vealed in us, not I, but Christ living in 
me, and never weary in well doing 
(i, 16; ii, 20; vi, 9 ). 
This life will not 
be m anifest unless we are clear upon 
the first topic above mentioned, the a s­ 
surance of our salvation, wholly upon 
the ground of Christ’s having been 
made a curse for us and that we by 
faith iu Him are considered as having 
been crucified with Him and thus re­ 
deemed from the curse of the law. 
In Romans we learn that we have no 
righto ousness, in I Corinthians that 
we have no wisdom and in II Corin­ 
thians that we have no strength, but 
tha t in Christ and in Him alone we 
have all three, righteousness, w isdom 
and strength, and all wholly of grace, 
without any desert on our part or by 
any works of ours whatever. 
Now, 
these Galatians were being taught by 
fa lse teachers that grace was not suf­ 
ficient, but that there must be a cer­ 
tain keeping of the law. 
And Paul 
tells them that this Is not the gospel 
which he preached to them, but anoth­ 
er gospel, a perversion of the gospel 
of Christ, and that those who give 
heed to it are fallen from grace; not 
lost, but losing the joy of that sa lva ­ 
tion which is wholly of grace (i, 6-9 ; 
v, 4). 
In Christ not only is there deliver 
ance from the curse of the law, but a 
freedom in His service which Is im­ 
possible to those who are working for 
salvation instead of working because 
they have salvation as the free gift of 
God. Oh, how great is the love of Him 
who gave H im self for our sins! 
We 
abould meditate upou It and upon Him 


be the hindrance to the manifestation 
of this love except the power of the 
flesh described in our lesson, which re­ 
mains iu every believer and is so di­ 
rectly opposite to all that is of the 
Spirit?

“ and such like,” as if they were too 
numerous to mention. 
In I Cor. vi, 9 . 10, there are ten forms 
of flesh manifestation mentioned with 
the same conclusion as here, “ Shall not 
Inherit the kingdom of God,” hut with 
the comforting assurance that even 
such had been washed, sanctified, jus­ 
tified, in the name of the Lord J esus 
and by the Spirit of God.

Pra y er Meeting Topic For the 
Beginning Sept. 25, 19 10. 
Topic.—My denomination at work for 
my country .—Ps. ixxxix. 1 - IS. 
Edited by 
Rev. Sherman H. Doy le, D. D. 
There is little doubt that every one 
of the great Christian denominations 
is doing something for our country or 
working along some lines of home mis 
-lonary work. 
The probability also is 
that the majority of them are doing 
One great evil 
In the great west at least has result 
ed from the haphazard and unsy stem 
atic manner in which the mission work 
wa s begun. There was no co-operation 
among the denominations, and the re­ 
sult was that in small towns vary ing 
from 1,000 up in population contained 
from six to eight or ten churches, all 
of them having only a name to live. If 
some arrangements had been made 
I by which the country had been divid 
ed there would have been one or two 
strong Christian churches in each one 
of these places, and not a large num 
her, almost on the point of starvation, 
and the ministers’ lives worn out by 
having four or five churches under 
their care and preachinv in each one 
once or twice in four or five weeks 
Too late the great mistake has been 
seen, but it is hard to change preseni 
church arrangements, and the struggle 
goes on by pastors and churches for a 
mere existence. 
This is the saddesi 
feature of our denominational work 
especially in the western part of our 
country . 
The Christian denominations of our 
land will never be organically united. 
Such a hope is as impossible as the 
realization of a future Utopia on earth 
I But experience has taught the church 
that it must unite in co-operation and 
fellowship, and especially in the mis 
sionary cause, if it is to be done in a 
sensible, businesslike and economical 
way . 
Such union is becoming closer 
aud closer every day . 
It is manifested 
especially in home mission fields. 
In 
our newer fields—Alaska, Cuba aud 
Porto Rico, with the exception of the 
large cities, where all maj- go—these 
lands are apportioned to the differeni 


denominations. 
For instance, the Pres 
by terian church, because first on the 
ground, has received as her allotment 
the southwestern part of Alaska and 
the upper part of the Yukon valley . 
So that, instead of there being a num­ 
ber of churches at points like Eagles 
and Point Barrow, there is in each 
to reckon 
kU£ one—a Presby terian, 
in other por­ 
tions there are only 
Methodists or 
Episcopalians, and, by the way . Point 
Barrow is the farthermost northern 
missionary point iu the world. 
The 
only white people it contains are the 
faithful 
missionary , 
the 
Rev*. 
Dr. 
Campbell and his wife. 
A y ear or so 
ago their church and other buildings 
were burned down. 
But they still 
stood “ fa st as good soldiers of Christ.” 
They usually get mail once a y ear, but 
sometimes but once in two y ears! Such 
examples 
of 
obedience 
to 
Christ’s 
great command should spur us with 
a greatly increased interest in and 
labor for this cause. 
The methods of work used by each 
denomination should be studied by the 
societies belonging to it. 
It will be 
a most interesting study from the be­ 
ginning to the present day . 
The meth­ 
ods of all are preaching, evangelistic 
work, the distribution of Bibles and 
tracts aud the education of the chil 
dren, 
spiritually , 
morally , 
mentally 
and industrially . 
But we should know 
our workers, where they are located 
and the story of our school work. The 
methods may be the same, but there is 
great variety in using them.

The 
disease is caused, it is set out, by a 
specific poison, which may he trans­ 
muted by an infected person by per­ 
sonal contract, or by means of cloih- 
ing. rags, dishes or 
other 
articles 
that may hav e been touched or hand­ 
led by the sick person. After ev ident 
rscov ery from tin* disease, the pa­ 
tient may transmit the poison

long as eighty day-, white infected 
clothing may carry the poison for 
years and then infect any one wear­
